The Czar Sends a Pacific Message to 
Berlin by De Giers. 


The Famine Situation in Russia Growing

Justice.

BrEr.in, Nov. 25.—[By Cable and As- 
sociated Press.] In the course of an 
address to recruits of the Berlin garri- 
son today, Emperor William said: 
‘You will probably only have oppor- 
tunity for displaying your bravery and 
spirit in time of peace.’”?> The Emperor 
aided: ‘There may be impending, 
however, grave internal struggles.”’ 

The speech is the subject of much 
comment, coming as it does directly 
after the Emperor’s interview with De 
Giers, but it is suggested that inasmuch 
as the volunteers are enrolled for three 
years the significance of the speech is 
not great. The official journal makes 
no mention of the speech. By ‘‘inter- 


|} nal struggles’’ it is presumed the Em- 


peror referred to the result of the So- 
cialists’ recent successes. 

In the navy estimates for 1892 pro- 
Yision is made for an annual addition to 
the navy of 2200 men until upward 
of 20.000 men are added to the effect- 
ive strength of the navy, more than 
doubling the present war strength.

STARVING PEASANTS. 


Gloomy Outlook for the Poorer Classes in 
Russia this Winter. 

St. Peterspure, Nov. 25.—[By Ca- 
ble and Associated Press.] It may be 
truthfully said that the news from the 
famine-stricken districts of Russia 
not in the least 
mitigate the horrors of the condi- 
tion that now, confronts thousands 
upon thonsands of the Czar’s sub- 
jects. Nobody can estimate the num- 


ber of deaths that will result from star-. 


vation and cold during the coming win- 
ter. The area affected by the famine 
comprises a_ section of the empire 
equaling in size nearly half the area of 
the United States witha population of 
more than 4,000,000 souls. In many 
ofthe districts no winter sowing of 
wheat is ever done, and consequently 
the inhabitants have nothing to look: 
forward to. Hope that they will be 
able to exist through the winter lies in 
the fact that the government is taking 
most strenuous measures to help the suf- 


j ferers, and itis believed that under the 


direction of the new Central Famine 
Committee, of which the Czar isthe 
head, methods of relief will be more 
systematic and effectual. Hunger- 
stricken peasants are daily becoming 
more lawless, and acts of brigandage 
are ,occurring more and more fre- 
uently. 


THE LATE LORD LYTTON. 


His Death Causes Profound Grief in the 


French Capital. 

Paris, Nov. 25.—[By Cable and Asso- 
ciated Press.] The death yesterday of 
Lord Lytton, British Ambassador to 
France, caused most profound regret in 
this city. All the papers published 
articles on the dead diplomat and all 
speak inthe very highest terms of his 
great services to his country, and pay 
high tribute to his literary attainments. 
They all concur in the opinion that in 
his death France has lost a sincere 
friend. | 

In articles on the late Earl, published 
by L’Evenement, that paper says: ‘‘The 
presence of Earl Lytton in Paris was a 
more reassuring pledge of peace than 
all the »rotests made by the cabinet at 
St. James."’

ENGLISH TORIES. 


They Protest Against Illiterate Per- 
sons Voting. 


Salisbury Again Denounces the “Protec. 
tion Heresy,” but Admits That He is | 
Afraid it is Going to Prove 
Successful,

BirMINGHAM (Bngland), Nov. 25.— 
[By Cable aud Associated Press.] The 
conference of the National Union Con- 
servative Association resumed its ses- 
sion this morning. Resolutions were 
adopted indorsing the principle of as- 
sisting local authorities in Great Brit- 
ain to acquire laud for the purpose of 
facilitating the creation of small rural 
holdings, which are of great advantage 
to the country by checking the present 
drain upon the rural districts; favoring 
the extension of commerce upon a pref- 


erential basis thronghout all parts of’ 


the British Empire, and that the pro- 
visions of any treaties imposing limita- 
tions upon the full development of trade 
between the United Kingdom and other 
parts of the British Empire should be 
abrogated, and favoring repeal of 
clauses in the ballot act permitting the 
illiterate to vote. 


The Unionists gave a luncheon in 
honor of Lord Salisbury today. In his 
speech, referring'to the tariff, yuestion, 
he said that on all sides there appeared 
constantly increasing protective duties 
calculated to stifle British trade. The 
protection heresy on which tariffs were 
founded grew like other evil passions 
upon what it fed. Watching English 
statistics he could not but feel anxiety 
lest the efforts of foreign protection- 
ists should be partially successful. 
Errors of foreign statesmen might be 
translated to Great Britain. Undoubt- 
edly, British trade was being hindered 
for the moment by foreign legislation. 
Continuing, he said: 

The government will seize with avidity 
any measure promising legitimately to in. 
crease employment for laborers either in 
towns or inthe rural districts. One of the 
most acute ot the government's anxieties is 
the fact that people in their ignorance try 
remedies which, if obtained,§would plunge 
them into far greater misery. The gov- 
ernment has anarrow path to tread. It 
must avoid dangerous apathy in attempt- 
ing tocure the suffering by ag A ignoring 
the causes. Ontheother hand, it must shun 
the far more dangerous course of wander- 
ing into economic errors that might plunge 
the whole country intoirreparable disaster. 

He concluded by congratulating Lib- 
eral-Unionists on their steady adhesion 
to the Conservative alliance.

AFFAIRS IN BRAZIL. 


A Manifesto Issued by President 
Peixotto. 


He Makes Haste to Undo Da Fonseca’s 
Acts—The Decree Dissolving Con- 
gress Annulled — Trouble Be- 
tween the Army and Navy. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 
Rio Janerno, Nov. 25.—-[By Cable and 
Associated Press.] President Peixotto 


promulgated a manifesto today which 


was received with general satisfaction. 
In this he altogether abandons the arbi- 
trary and dictatorial authority assumed 
by Da Fonseca, and declares that the 
legal order of affairs is reéstablished. 
As a consequence of this general state- 
ment the manifesto announces that the 
dissolution of Congress decreed by Da 
Fonseca is annulled and the state of 
siege in the federal district raised. 
The manifesto summons Congress to re- 
assemble December 18 and resume its 
functions. 

This proclamation makes it clear that 


the new President does not in any way 


sympathize withthe policy inaugurated 
by Da Fonseca, and that he proposes to 
do all in his power to restore the polit- 
ical situation to a normal condition. 

Pereira, Minister of Justice, willtake 
charge temporarily of the Ministries 
of Public: Instruction and the Interior. 

THE NEW REGIME POPULAR. 

Loxpos, Nov.- 25.—Although restric- 
tions are entirely removed from the use 
of the cable for news transmission from 
Brazjl, very few dispatches are being 
received. Indications are that every- 
thing is resuming its normal condition, 
that the new government is in sympa- 
thy with the dominant political party 
and that the mandates of the constita- 
tion will resume their sway. 

The Exchange Telegraph Company 
publishes a private dispatch from Para 
today. According to this, the abdica- 
tion of Da Fonseca and his succession 
by Peixotto as President are well re- 
ceived in that city and state. This 
would indicate that every where througn- 
out Brazil the change of Presidents is 
received with approval.

Missions ‘Sacked, Priests Slain and 
Many Converts Massacred. 


The Rebel Forces Now Advancing 
Rapidly Upon Pekin. 


The Emperor's Troops on Their Way to 
Meet Them—A Vast Area of Terri- 
tory Involved in the In- 
surrection. 


By Telegraph to The Times, 

Paris, Nov. 25.—-(By Cable and As- 
sociated Press.] A dispatch has been 
received here from Pekin which con- 
firms the statement that well armed 
bands have devastatec a whole district 
in the northern part of China, and that 
they pillaged and burned the Belgian 
mission stations. In addition to the 
destruction of the mission stations at 
Tayou and Sanchi, where over 100 
converted natives were massacred by 
the bloodthirsty bands, the station at 
Gehol was sacked and burned. The 
priest in charge of the mission, a Bel- 
gian by birth, was killed by the mob, 
and several other Christians were also — 
massacred. 

The natives heretofore have been 
quiet and there was no sign inthe dis- 
trict that a revolt was meditated. The 
local authoritiess therefore, had taken 
no steps to suppress any outbreak, and 
when the natives rose they met with no 
material -opposition, for the officials 
were practically helpless. It may here 
be stated that the local governor in his 
report of the occurrence tothe Pekin 
government does not place the blame 
upon natives of the province, but at- 
caches the responsibility for the crimes 


‘to bands of Mongolian robbers, who, he 


says, made a raid through the district. 
Whatever the truth may be, the gen- 
eral government has taken steps to pre- 
vent any further outrages on foreigners 
or native Christians. Under orders 
from Pekin all troops available were 
immediately on receipt of the informa- 
tion regarding the trouble dispatched 
to the scene of the disturbances. 
A WIDESPREAD INSURRECTION. 
Loxpvos, Nov. 25.—The Chronicle's 
Tientsin correspondent. says that the 
outbreak in the north, officially de- 
scribed as a raid of Mongolian robbers, 
proves to be an insurrectionary move- 
ment of serious dimensions. Today’s 
dispatches state that in Mongolia and 
some districts nearer the capital the 


revolutionary teeling is spreading rap- — 


idly, and the number of rebels is alarm- 
ingly increasing. 


REBELS MARCHING ON PEKIN. 


An insurgent force, consisting of sey- 


eral squadrons of Mongolian cavalry, 
besides infantry, are reported advan- 
cing rapidly on Pekin, where the utmost 
alarm prevails. The population of a 
large area, actuated partly by inclina- 
tion and partly by fear of the rebel 
soldiery, has joined the movement, 
together withsseveral mandarins. The 
imperial troops have started to meet 
the rebels. 

The entire Christian population of 
Tayou was massacred with the Belgian 
priests.

He claims that these able real estate 
dealers, with Norton in the lead, traded 
him a piece of. land near Anaheim, 
amounting to 140 acres, for his lot, it 
being understood that Norton would 
furnish a purchaser for the Anaheim 
ranch at the rate of $95 an acre. 

The trade was made and Baldwin’s 
lot was duly transferred, but when re 
came to look into the Anaheim land he 
found that he had been swindled, hetice 
the prosecution. 

e complaint was issued from Ju:tice 
Austin’s department of the Police Court, 
and the case was called for preliminary 
examination at 2 o’clock yesterday aft- 
ernoon. The court-room was crowded 
with real estate men, who take a deep 
interest in the matter, asit is stated 
that on the result of this case several 
other suits are pending. © 

The defendants were represented by 
Henry T. Gage, Esq., and six other at- 
torneys. 

The first witness called for the people 
was H. S. Baldwin, when Mr. Gage

Norton said he had 
a tract of 140 acres, and told him that 
the land could be sold for a good price. 
Norton introduced witness to M. M. 
Green, and stated that Green would bu 
the land, and Green agreed to take it 
for $92.50 an acre. Mr. Norton then 
stated that he would get up the contract 
or agreement between witness

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ELLIS KNOCKED OUT. 


Both of His Cases Decided Against 
Bim, 


Brief Review of the Facts Leading up to 
the Litigation—The Defendant's 
Carcer in Los Angeles and 

San Fraucisco, 


. Somewhat unexpected to all parties 
concerned, the cases of the Witmer 
Brothers’ Company and H. C. Witmer 
against Rev. John W. Elliscame to an 
abrupt conclusion at 5:30 o’clock on 
Tuesday afternoon, Judge Wade order- 
‘ing judgment for plaintiff as prayed 
for in both cases, thereby foreclosing 
the defendant of all his right, title and 
interest inthe Ellis College property, 
otherwise known as lots 1 and 2 of 
block D, Colina Park tract. | . 
It was generally supposed from the 
manner in which Ellis was conducting 
his case that he had some defined line 
of defense, known only to himself, 
which it’ would take some time to work 
out. But,to the surprise of his op- 
ponents, he brought his case to a close 
shortly after 5 o’clock, and just as 
court was about to adjourn for the 
day, and after a short address to the 
court in which he merely reiterated the 


' allegation’ set forth in his answer, he 


announced his willingness to submit the 
case. 
There being nothing in his argument 
to be replied to, the learned counsel for 
the plaintiff submitted the matter with- 
out argument, whéreupon Judge 
Wade, in summing up, briefly remarked 
that the defendant Ellis appeared to 


found his defense upon an allegation oi 


fraud, but had failed to introduce a 
particle of evidence in support of his 
theory; and judgment must therefore 
be ordered for plaintiff, the Witmer 
Brothers’ Company, foreclosing the 
mortgage, and for the intervenor, H. 
C. Witmer, quieting title as shown by 
the deeds. 

The decision of Judge Wade in these 
two cases, it is believed, finally ends 
the whole matter, as it is hardly possi- 
ble, after his experience in the lower 
court, that Ellis will take an appeal, 
and it may be assumed that his career 
is at an end in Los Angeles. 

The cases contain several features 
out of the general and a brief review of 
the litigation at this time is of interest. 
Ellis purchased the property in dispute 
some years ago, and mortgaged the 
same to the Witmers to raise money for 
its improvement, erecting a college 
building and the Belmont Hotel. He 
conducted the college and leased the 
hotel until it was destroyed by fire. In 
the meantime, Ellis’s business affairs 


did net prosper, and after the burning | 


of the hotel his principal source of rev- 
enue was cut off, and he, from time to 
time, raised money on the property by 
increasing tae mortgage, one of the 
last. loans negotiated being $2000, 
which was ‘secured from the Witmers. 
This money he spent for carriages, 
horses, diamonds, etc., which were in 


turn hypothecated after a brief period. 


About this time Ellis received a call to 
take charge ofa church in San Fran- 
cisco, and left the city. The Witmers 
to protect themselves then bought up 
all claims against the property, the 
total amount aggregating $59,000. 
Ellis did not do well in San Francisco, 
for in about a year he was in trouble 
with his congregation, and was charged 
with misappropriating the church 
funds, the amount, however, being com- 
paratively small At this, time Ellis 
claimed to own property worth $75,- 
000 in’Lés Angeles, and promised to re- 
turn the money. He did return to Los 
Angeles about this time, but whether he 
attempted to raise any money is not 
known. It is stated that he called on 
the Witmers and attempted to make 
some arrangment with them but was 
unsuccessful. Ellis, it is said, claimed 
an equity in the property, but the 
Witmers could not see it in that way. 


They explained that they had _ ad- 


vanced as much as they thought 
they should, and that as everything 
about the transaction was regular all 
that was necessary was to bring suit to 
dispossess him entirely. As attorneys 
would have to be employed, and cer- 
tain charges incurred in settling the 
case in the courts, the Witmers offered 
Ellis that amount, estimated at $500, 
if he would give up without a contest. 
Ellis, however, refused the offer, and 


shortly after returned toSan Francisco, 
when the sensational ecclesiastical 
trial followed. Ellis was found 


guilty of misappropriating the church 
funds and also of falsehood and 
deceit. -He then took an _  ap- 
peal to the higher ecclasiastical court, 
and also instituted suit against one or 
two of the brethren. He was defeated 
on his appeal, and after several spo- 
radic: attempts to create a sensation 
and‘ arouse sympathy dropped out of 
public sight until he appeared in Los 
Angeles and attempted to create an- 
other sensation by posing as his own at- 
torney and conducting his own defense, 
in which he* proved as dismal a failure 
as he had before the ecclesiastical 
tribunal.

The news of the recent action of Col. 
Crocker naming a bond to be furnished by 
the railroad right-of-way committee here 
and the letter accepting the terms of the 
various right-of-way contracts and agree- 
ing to construct the steel bridge required 
by Mr. Hazard at E) Capitan, printed in 
THE TIMES yesterday, was of the most grat- 
ifying nature to all classes of people. It 
embodied the only real, tangible railroad 
news for weeks. It is now known that Mr. 
Canfield, the Southern Pacific Rail- 
road’s attorney here, has been in- 
structed to draw up the bond of 
$20,000 at once, and a dozen 
wealthy citizens stand ready to sign it. 
Later letters and telegrams from Col. 
Crocker and other officials of the Southern 
Pacific Company indicate that the man- 
agement is not only ready and willing to 
do something at onceinthe way of con- 
struction, but are actually pushing things 
with that end in view. The committee is 
unanimous in the opinion that work will be 
commenced within thirty days and would 
not be surprised to he notified of its be- 
ginning any day.

At the adjourned session of the City 
Council held Tuesday evening there was a 
large attendance of visitors, as it was ex- 
pected that the new prohibition ordinence 
would come up for passage. 

The Committee on Sewer and Sanitation 
reported that it had been in correspondance 
with the parties in Los Angeles who had 
visited the East for the purpose of investi- 
gating sewer systems, and had obtained a 
copy of their report, which was read and 
filed. Theinterestin extending and per- 
fecting a sewer system for Pomonais grow- 
ing all the time, andthe Council is more 
deeply concerned than at first. The ccom. 
mittee was continued to codéperate with the 
committee from the Board of Trade.

‘The MecCartney-Toler Mortgage 
: Suit at an End. 


Judgment for Plaintiff in the Full 
Amouut Asked For. 


The Cohn Contest Slowly Progressing 
Before Judge Clark. | 


An Interesting Suit Overa Frait Contract 
~The Abbott Burglary Trial—Gen- 
eral Court Notes—New 
Cases, 


In Department Three yesterday morn- 
ing the case of Mrs. Nora McCartney, 
executrix, against W. H. Toler and 
others, a suit to foreclose a moitgage, 
came up for hearing before Judge Wade 
and resulted in a judgment for plaintiff 
for $18,276.40 as prayed for. The 
property in controversy, consisting of a 
house and lot on the southeast corner of 
Second street and Grand avenue, was 
mortgaged on November 10, 1888, to 
William McCartney, since deceased, for 
$9,156.91 by W. H. Toler, who failed 
to pay either principal or interest when 
due. Mrs. McCartney, therefore, as 
her husband’s executrix, proceeded to 
foreclose the mortgage, whereupon 
Toler’s children filed a cross complaint 
in which they alleged that the property 
had been purchased with their money; : 
that their father merely held it in trust 
for them, and had no right to mortgage 
it without their consent. They, there- 
fore, asked that the cloud upon their 
title to this property created by this 
mortgage be removed. It was shown, 
however, by the plaintiff that W. H. 
Toler appeared as the owner of record, 
and no notice had ever been given of 
any trusteeship on his part, whereupon 
Judge Wade, in spite of the fact that 
Toler insisted that he had notified Mc- 
Cartney gof his trusteeship, ordered 
judgment as above stated. 

THE COHN CONTEST. 

The trial of the contest over the 

estate of Bernard Cohn, deceased, was 
resumed before Judge Clark in Depart- 
ment Two yesterday morning, and oc; 
cupied his attention all day.

SUIT OVER A FRUIT CONTRACT. | 

Iu the United States Circuit Court, 
yesterday, the trial of the case of Cas- 
sius J. Jonson against Charles G. Fin- 
ney was commenced before Judge Ross 
and a jury consisting of the following 
persons: A. J. Bennett, F. W. Braun, 
W.S. De Van, C. E. Donahue, H. T. 


ews, J. Osborne, A. Pitcher, O. A. Stass- 
forth and C. A. Teel. 

The piaintiff was represented by 
Messrs. W. H. Wildeand T. J. Carran, 
while Messrs. N. Blackstock and G. J.

The suit was brought by plaintiff, who 
is a commission merchant,, doing busi- 
ness at Chicago, to recover the sum of 
$3429 from defendant, who is an ex- 
tensive fruit-grower of Ventura county.

Shortly afterwards, however, plaintiff 
demanded that defendant refund 4 cents 
per pound or $8429, as a large per- 
centagé of the consignment had spoiled 
en route, and the market had depreci- 
ated since the shipment was made. 
This defendant refused to do, claim- 
ing that the money paid to him by 
plaintiff was in payment for the fruit 
and was notan advance; hence the 
suit. 

The case will be resumed tomorrow 
morning.
